SERAMPORE, July 25, 1825. 


* The operations of the British in Burmah, 
are at present suspended, on account of the 
tains; but the campaign will again open, 
probably in October or November. ‘Lhe 
present rainy quarters of the troops are at 
Prome, nearly hait the distance between 
Rangoon and Ava, the capitalof the Em- 
pire. Rangoon is garrisoned ; and several 
ocher places are occupied with cdetached 
forces. Many of the Burmese have return- 
ed to Rangoon; but the great body ef the 
inhabitants have fled into the interior. In 
the last engagement with the British, the; 
burmese General was killed, by the burst- 
ing of a shell, and his army dispersed. An 
attempt is making, we hear, to rally around 
the capital; but, humanly spexking, it is 
all in vain; and yet their pride is not sub- 
cued. Their means for protracting active 
warfare are almost annihilated; and the 
Ynghish troops will, without doubt, pene- 
trate to the capital (Ava) in November or 
December. 

“ Dr. Jadson and Dr. Price, from current 
and probably cerrect report, are in chains 
at Ava, with a few other foreigners, 

“ Provisions are extremely scarce ; and I 
om informed, by a letter from Col. Brodie, 
at Rangoon, that a famine mav be expect 
ed, as the rice fields in the lower provinces 
have not been cuitivated since the war com- 
menced: and itis a fact, that the upper 
provinces of the empire have ever been de- 
pendant on the lower for rice.

The people have 
no regard for the Lord’s-day ; they work 
in their fields, and fish, and pursue brutal 
exercises; very few of them ever go to 
chapel, it 1s so distant. 

Ja the midst of this benighted and far 
distant region, the Baptist Irish Society 
has an Irish school, at a place called Thrust- 
leave, where there are 30 in attendance, 
half of whom are reading the Irish Serip- 
tures. J N , the inaster, is a most de- 
voted man, and goes a great distance round, 
to read the Irish Scriptures to the people, 


who hear him with the greatest attention 








Now | mention the great importance of 


scriptural instraction: In giving me an ac- 
count of his labours, he said he was reading 
the 22d chapter of Luke in Irish, relative 
to the sufferings of our blessed Lord, when 
one of the number who were present, said 
to the rest, in Trish, “If 1 were going to 
murder, or rob, er injure my neighbour, do 
you think I could doit, when I should think 
of these words ?” 

Ee was reading the Irish Scriptures at 
another time, to several people, when a man 
acknowledy cd and said, ** | intended to have 
injured such a man, and to have driven away 
all his cattle i could collect one night, to have 
destroyed atl his wheat, vats, and potatoes ;

Irish Cestament, my conscierce would not 
let me.”— hese two instances alone, say 
mare, in my opinion, for the great import- 
ance of scriptural education, than all tat 
was ever Said by its devoted advocates.

On Monday, Mr. Hayne, trom the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, made the following 
report : 

* The Committee on Naval Affairs, to 


whom was reterred a letter irom Captain | 


David Porter, of the United States’ Navy, 
* requesting an investigation of charges con- 
tained Wm Communications from thomas 
Randall and Jona Mountain ;” and to whom 
was also referred a letter from ‘Phomas 
Randall, on the same subject, together with 
a communication from the Secretary of the 
Navy, covering “the Proceedings of the 
Court of Inquiry and Court Martial, in re- 
lation to Captain Porter,” report: 

“That they have had these several com- 
munications under consideration, and find 
nothing in the character of the transactions 
to which they relate, that requires the m- 
terference of this House. 

“Tt appears that the case of Captain Por- 
ter has been submitted to the proper tri- 
bunals; aid the committee do nat feel 
themselves warranted in forming any opin- 
ion unfavourable to their decisions, or in- 
dulging any impression that their proceed- 
ings require revision. Phe committee con- 
siuer it due alike to the preservation of a 
proper discipline, and to the reputation of 
our officers, that appeals should not be en- 
couraged trom: the decisions of the military 
courts. Under this view of the subject, and 
seeing mo satisfactory reason for interposing 
the authority of the House in matters which 
have been finally settled by the competent 
authorities, the committee ask leave to be 
discharged from the further consideration 
of the subject.” 

After several petitions had been present- 
ed and referred, the engrossed bill **to pre- 
vent desertion from the army, and for other 
purposes,” was read a third time, PASSED, 
and sent to the other Llouse for coucur- 
rence. 

On Taesday, the Vice President commu- 
nicated a letter from the Postmaster Gene- 
ral, accompanied by a statement of the un- 
productive Post routes for the last year. 

Mr. Miils, from the Committee on the 
Judiciary, made a report, accompanied by 
a bill “tor the relief of Ebenezer Oliver, 
aud others, Directors of an Association cali- 
ed the New England Mississippi Land 
Company ;” which was read, and passed to 
a secund reading. 

The report of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, relative to the letters of Counmodore 
Porter and Thomas Randall, was taken up, 
and after some remarks by Mr. Dickerson, 
Jaid on the table. 


On Wednesday, Mr. Smith, from the 
Conmittee on Finance, reported a ** bill fur- 
ther toatmend the act, entitled An act to re- 
gulate the collection of @uues on hMaports 
and tonnage,” which wasread, and passe 
tua second reading. 

The Senate then procteded, as in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, to Consider the bil 
“for the relief of sundry ciuzens of Balti- 
more.” Atter some remarks by Mr. Rug- 
zies, the bill was ordered to be eng. ossed 
ior a third reading, 

Qn motion of Myr. Barton, the Senate then 
proceeded to consider the engrossed bill 
“supplementary to an act to perfect certain 
locations and sales of public lands in Mis- 
souri,” passed April, 18225 whicn was laid 
on the table a few days ago, iter some 
observations from Messrs. Barton ard Bei- 
ton, It WaS PASSED, alld sent to the other 
House for concurrence. 

On Thursday, Mr. Hayne, from the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, to whom was re- 
ferred so much of the President’s message 
as relates to the subject, reported a bill tor 
the establishment of a Naval Academy, of 
which tue following is the first article -— 

Be it enacted Fc. Vhat the President of 
the United States be; and he js hereby, au- 
thorized to cause to be established, a Naval 
Academy for the instruction of such Mid- 
shipmen, and other officers, ia the Navy ot 
the United States, as may, from time to 
ume, be attached thereto. 

Agreeably to notice, Mr Johnson, of Ky., 
asked, and having obtained leave, wtroduc- 
ed a bill “tor tire benefit of the Columbian 
College, in the District of Columbia ;” 
whic was read, and passed to a second 
reading. 

Mr. Benton, from the Select Committee, 
to which was reterred the several resola- 
lous proposing amendments tothe Consti- 
tution of the United States, made a report, 
in part, winch coniamed 83 manuscript 
pages, and occupicd nearly two hours i 
reading. 

Tie Senate then proceeded, as in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, to consider the bill 
** turther to amend the act of 1799, enutled 
“an act to regulate the coilectron of duties 
on Imports aod “Ponnaye.’ ” 

After several remarks on this bill by dit- 
ferent gentlemen, it was laid on tne table, 
aud the Seiate then adjourned to Mfonday.

but the morning was pleasant and tranquil, 
and we had the happiness of finding that the 
water in our hold was perceptibly decreas 
ing. Our copper was re-erectod, and we 
enjoved a delicious breakfast of hot coffee, 
our first meal since the evening of the 11th, 
though we had been suppled with bis- 
cuits and rum and water, by snatches, dur- 
ing the time. 

A bower anchor on the starboard side 
heaved overboard, and shortly after- 
wards the brig rolicd on the larboard, 
which lay level with the water, when log- 
woed from that side of the waste, and our 
two remaining bower anchors (the kedge 
anchors having been washed away on the 
i2ih,) were thrown into the sea, by whici 
the Vesscl was much relieved, and became 
nearly upright, when on each succeeding 
sounding, our spirits were exhilarated by 
finding the water in her hoid, which for a 
long time had been completely saturatec 
with sugar, and resembled thin molasses in 
appearance and consistence, was becoming 
gradually less and less, till at ten o’clock at 
night, after sixty-three hours of incessant 
and strenuous labour, three hearty happy 
cheers announced the air-sucking of the 
pump. 

“During these 63 hours of toil and peril, 
the promptness, activity, and intrepidity of 
the mate, who bore his full share of labour 
with the common sailors, and keptup their 
spirits by his example, were most conspic- 
uousty displayed ; and his conduct was no- 
bly emulated by our small surviving crew, 
not one of whom was in the slightest degree 
intoxicated, though all of them had rum of 
their own, to which they hed uncontrolled 
access, but all (with the exception at the 
beginning) were zealeus and instantly obe- 
dient to command, working to the utmost 
with minds undismayed and bodies indefati- 
gable. 

; August i5.—At dawn of day, the crew 
beran to bend a new toresatl, all the can- 
vass which had been up during the storm, 
having been entirely destreyed, when we 
saw «a small boat with a lug-sail rowing to 
wards us, and by 7 A. M., took on board 
Captain F. M’Cubbin, and nine sailors, the 
crew of the brig Nancy, of Maryport, of 194 
tons, which sailed from St Johns, Antigua, 
July 27, laden with sugar, bound to Liver- 
pool. She had sprang aleak in the gale of 
the 12th, and foundered in the evening of 
the 13th, the men escaping into the pin- 
nace, two of them by swimming, not more 
than two minutes before the vessel went 
down: one person only, a passenger, an cld 
and infirm man, of the name of Harrison, 
lately mate of the West Indian, of London, 
being drowned. ‘They were distant about 
500 miles from Newfoundland, to which 
they were steering, having only the clothes 
on their backs, with five gallons of water,
